AN ACT to provide for levying and collecting a state tax for the
year 1868.

T Ke people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. There shall be levied and collected for smount of
the year 1868, a state tax of two hundred and fifty- jtate tax tobe
nine thousand and 90-100 dollars in addition to the '
amount authorized to be levied by existing laws; said
tax to be apportioned among and assessed upon the
several counties of this state as provided by law; and
such tax shall/ e levied upon the taxable property of
the state and collected and paid into the treasury as
provided by law.

SecrioN 2. [The] secretary of state shall apportion when secretary

said tax among the several counties of the state as o fironiar.
provided by law, on or before the second Monday in _
October next, and certify the same to the clerk of the
board of supervisors of each county as provided by
law : provided, that in case the appropriations made by
the present legislature shall exceed in amount the esti-
mate reported by the joint committee of the senate and
assembly upon which this state tax is based, then the
secretary of state shall add such amount of excess to
the amount specified in the first section of this act;
and provided, further, that in case the appropriation
made by the legislature shall be less than t{ne amount
estimated by said committee, then a corresponding
amount shall be deducted from the amount specified
in the first section of this act.

‘SkctioN 8. The secretary of state shall also specially 8hall cert
certify to each county the amount for which such Smayis in ar-
county is in arrears to the state at the time of the ap e

ortionment of the state tax, which amount shall
evied and collected, and paid into the treasury with
the tax for the year 1868.

SectioN 4 It shall be the duty of the clerks of Duty of clerks
the boards of supervisors of the several counties to °f Posrd*:
levy the amount of state taxes apportioned to and
charged against their respective counties, including
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their indebtedness as certified to them by the serectary
of state, upon all the taxable property therein as pro-
vided by law.

SectioN 5. All acts and parts of acts contravening
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed and this
act shall take effect and be in force from and after its
passage and publication.
